Having  passed  over  some  things 
uhich  may  receive  hereafter  a  cursory 
remark  or  two,  I  hasten  with  joy  to  the 
canon  in  question.  “Put  let  us  ex.- 
amine  the  canon.” 

“Canon  XLV.  providing  for  an  ac¬ 
curate  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church 
from  time  to  lime.  “  As  a  lull  and  ac¬ 
curate  view  of  tl’.c  state  ol  the  ('hnrch 
from  lime  to  lime  is  highly  useful  and 
necessary,  it  is  herc'ny  ordered  that 
every  minister  oi  this  Church  shall 
present  or  forwani  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  or  where  there  is  no  IVishop, 
to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a 
statement  of  the.  number  of  baptisms, 
marriages,  and  funerals,  and  ol  the 
mimhcr  of  communicants  in  his  parish 
or  Clinrch,  and  all  other  matters  that 
may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the.  same, 
which  parochial  reports  shall  he  read 
and  entered  on  the  journals  of  the  (lon- 
cention.'' 

The  purpose  of  the  canon  is  very 
plainly  set  forth,  as  well  as  the  means 
hy  which  it  is  to  he  executed.  And 
\vhai  are  they  'i'lic  uiinisicr  is  to 
prepare  a  staumtut  ot  the  matters  enu¬ 
merated,  and  ot  all  other  matters  ti.at 
may  throw  liglit  on  the  slate  oi  tlie 
(..’hiircli  or  parish  to  whicli  he  belongs. 
'This  statement  lie  is  then  to  present  or 
forward  to  the  Bishop  or  President  ol 
the  Convention,  (providing  thus  for  the 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  l  ipiscopuie,) 


whether  true  or  false,  must  be  submit¬ 
ted  to  the  Convention ;  it  must  he  read 
and  entered  on  the  journals ;  and  it 
must  be  the  information  horn  which 
the  Bishop,  in  part  at  least,  is  to  pre¬ 
pare  his  address.

.If  the  Bishop,  even  in  this  small  mat¬ 
ter  of  slaiemenls,  commaiuis  what  is 
not  lawful,  if  in  “  altcrins:,  amendimj;, 
or  curtailing,”  he  consult:!  wliat  suits 
himself,  disregarding  the  ]un  pose  of  the 
canon,  and  indulging  his  own  whim, 
caprice,  or  vindiclivenes.-,  the  i.ijurcd 
minister  has  his  remedy  in  bringicy 
the  oflcnding  Bishop  to  trial  ami  to 
punishment.  “  Ours  is  a  government 
of  laws,”  and  the  laws  reach  the  mitre 
as  well  and  as  efliciently  as  they  do  the 
Eowm  and  cassock.

Certain  things 
they  are  \e(piired  to  state,  but  as  it!^ 
would  not  be  easy  to  specify  all  the 
particulars  which  ought  to  be  eui'oracml, 
they  arc  directed  to  insert  all  other 
matters  lltnt  may  throw’  light  on  the 
slate  of  their  Cihiirch.  'J’liis  is  a  wan¬ 
dering  from  the  (juesiion,  winch  is 
simplv  whether  the  Bisliop  has  t!u‘ 
anthority  to  alter.  .But  ”  we  must 
wander  with  him.” — Noscitur  a  sociis. 
Then  we  have  cerlaiii  nialUMs  enume¬ 
rated,  as  the  proper  materials  of  a 
statement,  ami  by  a  fair  rule  of  inter 


( 

tlu^^amc  canon.”  And  what  is 
there  shocking  in  this.''  May  it  not 
be  the  case  whenever  a  question  in¬ 
volving  discretionary  power,  is  re¬ 
moved  from  an  inlerior  to  superior  iri- 
hnmil.'  'J’he  minister  has,  say  a  very 
large  disnetionary  power,  and  lie  may 
exercise  it ;  but  then  comes  the  dis- 
creiionaiy  power  of  the  Bishop,  ami  it 
is  lo  be  exercised  by  him. 

Tlie  cases  put  hy  “  Philos”  hy  w’ay 
of  illustration,  arc  of  too  mncli  im¬ 
portance  to  he  hamllcd  licrc.  'riicrc 
arc  very  good  and  pious  men  who 
tliink  dilierently  on  tiiesc  matters. — 

Is  not  their  iiilioduction  on  this  occa¬ 
sion  calculated  ratlier  lo  kindle  dis¬ 
cord  than  preserve  peace  ;  and  was  it 
necessarvi’  let  “  Philos”  answer  con¬ 
scientiously. 

But  chiislian  forhcaraiicc  and  chari- 
tv  sliould  be  shown  on  both  sides;  and 
I  am  verv  happy  in  believing  that  all 
u  ho  coincide  in  ojiinion  with  “  Philos” 
on  these  subjects,  do  not,  hy  any 
means,  coincide  with  him  in  his  opi- 
j  nions  on  the  Church  govcinmenl. 

For  myself  I  implicitly  leave  to  the 
w  isdom  (jf  the  Cliurch,  the  asociatiuns 
alluded  to.  If  in  her  counsels  under 
the  guidance  of  a  good  I^rovidencc 
which  has  newr  descried  her,  a  change 
should  be  made  in  her  discipline  in  tliis 
respect  if  sucli  change  be  necessnry, 
none  will  yield  a  more  ready  and 
cheerful  acquiescence.  And  with  re¬ 
spect  to  the  revivals  spoken  of,  far  be 
it  trom  me  lo  mention  them  irreverent¬ 
ly  ;  It  is  my  fervent  jirayer  that  the  cx- 
pcelaiions  ol  the  most  sanguine  be¬ 
lievers  in  them,  may  be  more  liian  re¬ 
alised,  and  tliat  they  may  bring  forili 
Iriiils  ot  solid  hap|)ines5  in  this  world, 
and  eternal  salvation  in  the  next.  On 
nuitiier  of  these  mailers  will  1  |ircsumc 
to  “  judge  my  brother,”  nor  would  it 
ho  proper  here  lo  empiire  whether  any 
thing  relating  lo  them  ought  or  ought 
not  to  find  a  place  in  a  statement. 

3.  The  merits  of  this  article  have  been 
already  in  a  great  degree  considered, 
and,  we  hope,  not  iiisuiliciently  answ’cr- 
ed  in  what  we  have  said  on  article  2d. 
h  is  rested  upon  the  provision  of  the 
canon  which  declares,  that  “  these  pa- 
rocliial  reports  shall  be  read  and  enter¬ 
ed  on  the  journals.”  It  is  true  that 
not  a  word  is  said  “  that  they  may  be 
altered  or  amended  by  any  one.”  To 
this  wc  answer,  that  nothing  to  the  con¬ 
trary  is  said  ;  and  w  e  have  argued  that 
il  is  to  be  understood,  drawing  our 
arguments,  how’ satisfactorily  the  reader 
will  judge,  from  the  supposed  fitness  of 
things,  and  from  the  ejiiscopal  duty.* 
It  will  be  remarked,  that  there  is  “  Phi¬ 
los”  to  the  contrary  notwitlistaiidint:,  a 
variation  in  the  phrases  of  the  canon. 
What  are  called  statements  when  in  the 
hands  of  the  minister,  assume  the 
title  of  parochial  reports  when  they 
have  passed  the  liands  of  the  IPishop, 
preparatory  to  their  being  read  and 
entered  on  the  journal.  1  wish  lo  en¬ 
gage  in  no  nice  verbal  criticisms,  but 
to  get  by  fair  and  liberal  construction 
at  the  meaning  of  the  canon.  Whether 
I  tiiis  variation  was  intentional  or  acci¬ 
dental,  and  what  may  be  the  force  of 
it  I  leave  lo  the  reflection  of  the  rea- 
dt'i'.  Instead  ol  the  logic  which  “  Phi¬ 
los”  condemns  as  unsound,  I  would 
argue  thus: — Tiie  minister  is  to  cxer- 


rors,  or  to  let  them  go  without  correc¬ 
tion*.?  Decency  revolts  at  such  an  idea. 
The  only  proper  course  to  be  taken, 
would  be  to  order  the  statement  to  be 
returned  to  tlie  minister  to  be  corrected 
hy  liim,  and  upon  his  refusal  its  rejec¬ 
tion  necessarily  follows:  but  his  inno¬ 
cence  or  guilt,  fall  under  cognizance  of 
another  tribunal. 

d.  If  il  be  true  that  the  same  discre¬ 
tion  is  given  to  tlie  clergy  in  preparing 
statements  as  is  allow’cd  to  the  Bishops 
in  drawing  ii[)  tlieir  addresses,  as  Philos 
alleges,  still  w  hatever  of  argument  is  lo  j 
be  found  in  lliis .  article  is  rather  “ 
hominem”  ihim  to  tlie  rjueslion.  It 
amounts  to  this :  it  the  bishops  have 
abused  their  discretionary  authority  by 
1  introducing  llie  discussion  ot  matters 
not  contemplated  in  the  canon  into  their 
addresses,  the  ministers  may  in  like 
manner  abuse  their  discretionary  an¬ 
thority  ill  relation  to  their  statements  ! ! 
This  would  seem  to  me  not  to  be  good 
logic.  It  may  be  a  very  smart  retort 
upon  a  fault-liiiding  l)i:>hop,  it  lact  w’il!
